2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
taken alone and/or in combination with^other does not set forth the limitation of an address 
translation engine comprising an inbound request processor and a request completion processor, 
the inbound request processor receiving a request for address translation of the virtual address, 
the request completion processor sending the physical address of the memory associated with the 
virtual address and retrieved from the translation protection table to at least one of the packet 
processing engine and the completion queue engine in response to the request, in combination 
with other recited limitations.
